2. Whether the rule prohibit- 
ing the shaking of dice for candy 
is being violated in such saloons 
and cigar stores; and 

3. Whether in any location the 
shaking of dice for cigars has de- 
veloped into a gambling institution. 

4. Have report state in detail 
the result of investigation in each 
place where this game is played. 


General Supeintendent. 


While Chief McWeeny was issuing the 
foregoing order limiting the scope of dice 
games in cigar stores, saloons, and cafés, At- 
torney John H. Lyle and officials of the 
Englewood Law and Order league yester- 
day were busy in the Municipal court obtain- 
ing search warrants for eight saloon, café, 
and cigar store owners, 

Before the chief s order reached the sta- 
tions the Englewood and Woodlawn police 
had raided eight saloons listed in the war- 
rants and obtained an automobile load of dice 
gambling paraphernalia. The implements 
for parting men from their money were care- 
fully labeled and locked in vaults to await 
use as evidence when charges of gambling 
previously made are prosecuted against the 
proprietors of the 260 dice houses. 


Hoyne Aid Protests. 
The search warrants were issued by Judge 
Sabath in the Hyde Park branch of the 
Municipal court after Attorney Lyle had 


shown by the statutes that there was only 


one course open to the court. Assistant 
State’s Attorney Joseph Fahy made a vigor- 
ous protest. 

“Tt decline to approve the issuance of 
these warrants,” he said, until it is proven 
that this is unlawful gambling. It's got to 
be proved before I approve the warrants. 
What do you want to do to me?’ he said, 
turning to Mr. Lyle, Do you want to get 
me in bad with my people?“ 

“ All I want to do is to get your approval 
of these warrants,’ Mr. Lyle replied. 

“I won't approve them,” the assistant an- 
swered. 

“Since the state’s attornay refuses to 
issue these warrants,”’ Mr. Lyle told Judge 
Sabath. “I ask the court to issue them 
without the approval of the state's attorney.“ 


Judge Issues Warrants. 

Under the statutes,” Judge Sabath said, 
there is nothing for me to do except issue 
those search warrants. The applicant is en- 
titied to them on the showing he has made 
here.“ 

The search warrants were immediately 
sent to Capt, Alcock at Woodlawn station, 
and Capt. Smith and Lieut. Enright at Engle- 
wood. Detectives were sent out with the 
warrants and In six of the eight plates found 
the 26 game parapbernalia. 

Detectives Willlam Workman and Otto 
Erlanson were accompanied by Attorney 
Lye. The United Cigar company’s store at 
Sixty-third aud Halsted streets Was the first 
piace entered. Dice, score cards, and all 
other necessary equipment for a life sized 
“26 °" game were found. 


Dice Game Part of Business, 

The clerk in the store offered feeble objec- 
tion at first, but the detectives finally con- 
vinced him resistance was useless. A pack- 
age of blank reports to the central office on 
dice games during the last month was found. 
The reports showed that 260 games area 
part of the established business of the com- 
pany. 

Joseph Martin’s saloon at 813 West Sixty- 
third street gave up two dice boxes and a 
board. The dice also were found. Stud 
McLaughlin of 6300 South Halsted street was 
behind the cigar counter when the detectives 
entered. 


Dice Taken from Box. 

M. J. Carberry of 6801 South Halsted street 
had taken the dice from the leather box in 
his saloon, but the policemen found a score 
card and the playing board. 

Detectives Dudley and Clancy found all the 
necessary paraphernalia at Lehnhard’s, at 
265 West Sixty-third street, and at Sagen’s, 
248 West Sixty-third street.

Bennet, who got four minutes of applause. 
They and a dozen other speakers were 
slam-banging Murphy and eulogizing Sulzer 
at the big inside meeting while Suspender *’ 
Jack McGee and his comrades with mega- 
phonic voices were working up the outer 
overflow. 


Sees Murphy After Treasury. 

„There's only one way Tammany can stop 
Gov. Sulzer from interfering with the loot- 
ing of the treasury,” began Canon William 
Sheafe Chase, the chairman. That is by 
deposing him and putting Mr. Murphy in 
his place.“ 

Thomas Mott Osborne of Auburn vowed 
that the upstate Democracy was behind the 
governor. 

“He has been attacked because he set out 
to put grafters out of the highways and pris- 
on departments and put honest men in.“

Flags waved for Mr. Osborne. Then came

WIRELESS CRASH TO SOUND 
CORRECT TIME TO NATION. 


Tune Your Instrument to 2,500 Meter 
Waves and Listen to Noon Whistle 
Blow at Washington. 


Jewelers, railroad officers, and others who 
desire to have the correct time to a fraction 
of a second may have it fashed to them in 
Chicago by wireless from Arlington, Va., ac- 
cording to information yesterday from W. O, 
Hensgen, local “ radio’ inspector, in the 
federal building. 

“The wireless waves from the govern- 
ment station at Arlington, said Mr. Hens- 
gen, are powerful enough to reach Chicago 
and even far west of here. Twice a day 
from the Arlimgton station the correct time 
is sent broadcast. It may be caught with 
even the simplest amateur wireless outfit if 
the machine is tuned to 2,500 meter wave 
lengths. 

“As the waves travel at the rate of about 
280.000 miles a second, one need not worry 
much about the length of time it takes the 
waves to get from Arlington to Chicago. We 
expect soon quite a number of firms will be 
setting the clocks here by wireless.”

Trevino to Succeed Him, So He 
May Legally Seek Mexi- 
can Office.

Mexico City, Sept. 3.—That Gen. Huerta in- 
tends to quit the presidency in favor of 
Gen. Geronimo Trevino and become a can- 
didate at the October elections is the state- 
ment made tonight by a well known Mexican 
close to the administration. 

Gen. Trevino is making his way to the 
capital and little effort has been made to 
disguise the fact that he has been officially 
summoned. Just how the contemplated 
succession is to be brought about has not 
been disclosed. 

There are persistent rumors of impending 
changes in the cabinet, and it is said that 
Gen. Trevino is to be made minister of for- 
eign relations in order legally to succeed 
to the presidency. He was reported to be 
at Tampico last night and is expected to 
reach Mexico City tomorrow.

Lind Returns to Vera Cruz. 
Vera Cruz, Sept. 3—President Wilson's 
representative, John Lind, and Rear Admiral 
Pletcher returned here tonight from the 
Vista Hermosa plantation, where they went 
yesterday on-the invitation of a Minnesota 
friend. : 

The trip afforded no more thrills than the 
knowledge of a raid on a property a few 
miles from the plantation on the same night 
they spent there, in which bandits killed 
the man in charge, appropriating 2,000 pesos, 
and the sight of the body of an executed 
rebel on thé porch of a building alongside 
the railway. 

The number of American refugees arriv- 
ing at Vera Cruz is slowly but steadily in- 
creasing and the troubles and perplexities 
of the American consul, W. W. Canada, are 
increasing proportionately. Bitter protests 
are still heard from many, who assert that 
they will not leave Mexico unless they are 
given first class passage. 


OPEN NEW PEACE PARLEY. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 3.—Administra- 
tion officials declared late tonight, despite 
reports that Huerta intended to seek the 
presidency, that both Nelson O’Shaughnessy, 
chargé of the American em at Mexico 
City, and John Lind, President Wilson's per- 
sonal envoy, at Vera Cruz, were in frequent 
communication with officials of the Huerta 
government concerning a new basis for ne- 
gotiations through which it was hoped to 
bring about peace in Mexico.

Immigration Officers Take Thaw.

And without a word except a hoarse good- 
by to the reporters Thaw obeyed. 

Five minutes later a gray roadster streaked 
away from the courthouse. In the back seat 
was Thaw. He had not even been given time 
to pack his scanty belongings and the vo- 
luminous correspondence in his cell. In an 
hour he was here in Coaticook, guarded in 
the detention room by two dominion police. 
None but cgunsel was allowed to see him. 

The twenty-three mile trip over was with- 
out special incident. Thaw expressed no 
surprise, evidenced no grief. Behind him 
trailed his defeated lawyers. 


Faces Immediate Deportation. 

Late tonight they issued the following 
statement: 

“There seems to be a disposition at the 
present time to invoke all the clauses in .he 
immigration act against Thaw. It was un- 
derstood in the beginning that he would be 
deported, if deported at all, on account of 
his having entered Canada by stealth. 

But it is now understood that the mat- 
ter of his mental condition will be inquired 
into. If this should be done it would very 
likely take away from him the right of ap- 
peal to the minister of justice, which, it has 
been considered up to the present time, he 
has had. In this case the end would come 
suddenly and he would be deported at once.” 

Thaw, when told that the inquiry was te 
be held in secret, wrote out this question 
and sent it down to the reporters.

The findings may not become public in that 
event until the jury has determined whether 
an indictment should be found. 


_ DEMAND FOR STEEL CARS. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 3.—[ Special. I In 
order to promote greater safety for the trav- 
eling public the federal government is ex; 
pected to require by law the use of steel in- 
stead of wooden cars by all the interstate 
railroads of the country. 

The reform will be directly attributable to 
the series of wrecks which has taken place 
on the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
railroad culminating yesterday in the hor- 
rible disaster in Connecticut. ‘ 

To support its demand for legislation of this 
character. Commissioner C. C. McChord 
wired today to the Pullman Car company di- 
recting its general manager to furnish a 
statement “showing the number of cars 
used in passenger train service, number of 
such cars of wooden construction, of all 
steel construction, and of steel underframe 
construction: also number of cars now under 
construction and proportion of same of wood, 
steel, and steel underframe.” 


Boston Mayor Demands Action. 

Shortly after Mr. McChord had dispatched 
the above message the interstate commerce 
commission received a telegram from Mayor 
Fitzgerald of Boston asking the commission 
to compel the Pullman company to use steel 
cars. 

Certainly.“ the mayor wired, this com- 
pany cannot plead paucity of resources. 
Millions of its present capital have been the 
company’s gift to its stockholders in the last 
twenty years. Am sending the same tele- 
gram to Massachusetts public service com- 
mission.“ 

Mr. McChord declared this afternoon that 
he favors legislation modeled after the safety 
appliance law passed a number of years ago. 
That law requires all roads to equip them- 
selves with certain appliances by a fixed date, 
though it was left discretionary with the 
commission on proper showing and with 
certain restrictions to extend the time for 
particular roads. 

Mr. McChord declared that in the case of 
a road operating wooden cars there should 
be authority for the commission to impose 
necessary restrictions for ita train operation. 


BUILDING STEEL CARS ONLY. 
Officials of the Pullman company declared 
they had received no communication in re- 
gard to the New Haven wreck. An official 
in the office of Richmond Dean, general man- 


} ager of the company, said: 


“We have received no communication 
from them whatsoever. In. regard to sup- 
plying steel cars to railroads, I will simply 
say that we have manufactured nothing 
but steel cars for three years. We are mak- 
ing them as rapidly as possible and supply- 
ing them to all the railroads—automatically. 
retiring the old wooden cars.“ 

“Do you distribute them equally among 
the railroads? he was asked 

„That is up to the railroads,” he replied. 
“ Of course, we try to scatter them as much 
as possible. One thing we try to do is to 
put our steel cars on roads that have their 
own steel coaches. This is ip the interest 
of safety. 1 hardly see how we could be 
blamed for having wooden cars in a wreck 
when we are doing all in our power to re- 
‘place them with the steel cars.’

for his vacation. This throws the bulk of the 
work in connection with foreign affairs on 
Secretary Bryan and Assistant Secretary 
Osborn. Neither Mr. Bryan nor Mr. Osborn 
hes ever had any experience in international 
matters prior to their entrance into the de- 
partment in March last. 

The situation is extremely embarrasaing te 
the president, because of the importance of 
the questions with which he has to deal. The 
Mexican difficulty is in a far more delicate 
state than it was before Mr. Lind was sent to 
Mexico City as the special di’ sa riers setae of 
President Wileon. 


Hale Meets Wilson Today. 

William Bayard Hale. who was a confiden- 
tial agent of the president in Mexico. arrived 
in Washington this afternoon and will have 
a conference tomorrow with the president 
and Secretary Bryan. f 

As a result of the exposure of the Mexican 
situation which he will make and the sug- 
gestions he will advance. the administration 
will determine what further steps to take 
in connection with the negotiations with 
Huerta. 

From these conferences and from this con- 
sideration, Mr. Moore will be absent. 

Moreover, the California alien land law 
and other questions are demanding settle- 
ment. Some of these have been handled by 
Mr. Moore. While it may be denied there is 
any trouble between Mr. Bryan and Mr. 
Moore, those on the inside have seen the 
development of a situation which they pre- 
dicted would lead to a separation of the coun- 
sellor from the office he holds. 


Moore Expert Authority. 

Mr. Moore is recognized throughout the 
world as a leading international authority. 
He was assistant secretary of state during 
the war with Spain, and served as secretary 
of the United States commission which ne- 
gotiated peace with Spain. 

Subsequentiy he was the agent of the 
United States before the American Domini- 
can arbitration tribunal in 1904, and Ameri- 
can delegate to the Pan-American confer- 
ence at Buenos Aires in 1910, special pleni- 
potgntiary to the Chilean centenary and is a 
member of the Institute de Droit Inter- 
national and of the Institute Coloniale In- 
ternational. 

He has written authoritative works on ex- 
tradition and interstate rendition, and is 
the author of a history and digest of inter- 
national arbitration, a history of American 
diplomacy, and a digest of international 
law. 

Because of his achievements and attain- 
ments, President Wilson insisted that Mr. 
Moore should serve as counsellor for the state 
department. He expected him to guide Mr. 
Bryan over the shoals of international dip- 
lomacy. 


Gave Advice on Land Law. 

During the negotiations with Japan, Mr. 

Moore was consulted frequently by the 
president, and this particularly was the 
case during the absence of the secretary in 
California and on the Chautauqua trip. 
_ At that time it was reported Mr. Bryan 
did not like the way things were going, and 
it is even sald he brought to the attention 
of the president the fact that certain negotia- 
tions were, in progress of which he had 
known nothing. The president smoothed Mr. 
Bryan down on this occasion, then the Mexi- 
can situation became acute and Mr. Bryan 
remained in Washington. 

Mr. Moore was shunted aside during the 
consideration of the appointment of mr. 
Lind, and the instructions under which e 
should act. It is known Mr. Moore was not 
informed as to the precise character of the 
Lind instructions, and that what news he 
got of them was obtained from sources out- 
side of the department. 

It is true Mr. Bryan knew Mr. Moore was 
not in sympathy with the policy which he 
and the president had determined upon—that 
of refusing to recognize the Huerta govern- 
ment.

Wilson Sends Chicago Brewer's 
Nomination to Senate. 


BIG VICTORY FOR LEWIS. 


Administration Ignores Protests of 
Temperance Organizations. 


(BY A STAFF CO 

Washington, D. C., Sept. ae 8 1— 
Charles J. Vopicka, the Chicago brewer, 
was appointed minister to the Balkan states— 
Roumania, Servia, and Bulgaria—by Presi- 
dent Wilson today. The nomination will be 
sent to the senate tomorrow. 

This is the first diplomatic appointment 
given to Illinois and the first important piece 
of patronage won from the administration by 
Senator Lewis. Incidentally the senator ap- 
pears to have kidnaped Mr. Vopicka from 
Representative Sabath,, who originally 
brought out and groomed the brewer as a 
diplomatic candidate. 

Senator Lewis conferred with Secretary of 
State Bryan this morning and immediately 
thereafter announced that the appointment 
of Mr. Vopicka had been made. 


Temperance Protests Ignored. 

The state department has received thou- 
sands of protests from temperance organiza- 
tions against the appointment of the brewer. 
Senator Lewis made the fight for Vopicka a 
personal one, and Secretary Bryan, although 
a teetotaler, ignored the protests. 

Senator Lewis introduced to Secretary 
Bryan, J. D. M. Hixon of Harrisburg, III., 
who wants to be minister to Chile. Mr. Bryan 
explained that the administration has decided 
to retain Minister Henry P. Fletcher at 
Santiago and Ambassador Edwin V. Morgan 
at Rio de Janeiro indefinitely. He said that 
few changes are to be made in South Ameri- 
can posts and that the appointments to these 
places already have been slated. 

State Representative Poorman of Mattoon 
called on Senator Lewis and recommended 
the appointment of Seymour Hurst of 
Marshall for United States marshal to suc- 
ceed C. P. Hitch of Danville. 


Gen. Stuart in Washington. 

Gen. James E. Stuart, postoffice inspector 
in charge of the Illinois district, was at the 
capitol during the day talking with Illinois 
congressmen.

The first letter is dated July 11 and the 
last July 15.

WICHIGAN OFFICIAL ARGUES 


Judge Theodore Brentano yesterday after- 
poon refused to release State's Attorney 
Hoyne’s two personal detectives who are 
wanted in Michigan for illegally “ kidnap-~- 
ing” two persons and bringing them back 
to Chicago without warrant of law. 

The detectives are James Carlin and 
Thomas Flannigan. The judge denied them 
the writ of habeas corpus through which 
their chief, Mr. Hoyne, tried to relieve them 
from the extradition warrants granted some 
time ago by Gov. Dunne. 


U. S. Courts Only Chance Left. 

Unless they get aid from the federal courts 
Carlin and Flannigan must go to Ottawa 
eounty, Michigan, to face trial on indict- 
ments charging them with kidnaping Charles 
Schartenberg, an employé of Tun Tumors 
and his wife, Martha. 

The state's attorney’s efforts to obtain the 
release of the detectives by habeas corpus 
called from Judge Brentano the caustic com- 
ment that Mr. Hoyne's attitude in trying to 
prevent the trial of men regularly indicted 
and extradited by the governor of the state 
was without precedent in Cook county. 

Despite this rebuke, it Was announced from 
the state’s attorney's office at night that to- 
day an appeal will be made to the federal 
courts to obtain the release of the two men. 


No Warrant for Schartenberg. 

During Hoyne’s inquisition into the Bel- 
ford shooting affair late in July he desired 
to get hold of Schartenberg, who was at Mac- 
Sawa Park with his wife and 2 months old 
baby. No warrant of any sort had been 
issued for Schartenberg, but Carlin and Flan- 
nigan went over, tricked the Michigan 
authorities, and brought the Schartenberg 
family back under guard on a boat. 

Schartenberg was speedily released after 
reaching Chicago, and the Michigan indict- 
‘ment of the two detectives followed. Gov. 
Dunne granted the requisition papers after a 
bearing in which Hoyne fought such action. 
Then Hoyne’s office, acting for the two men, 
Karted the habeas corpus proceedings heard 
by Judge Brentano. 


Hoyne Watches Hearing. 

Mr. Hoyne was an interested spectator at 
the hearing until Judge Brentano forced As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Bliss into admission 
after admission of the Hoyne methods,” 
used apparently without regard for the law. 
Hoyne then slipped from the courtroom and 
left Blies to bear the brunt of the court’s 
eriticisrn. 

State's Attorney Osterhaus of Macatawa.

OSTHRHAUS—They are charged, as 
certified by the governor of the state and 
the attorney general and myself with forct- 
bly seizing and confining this man within 
the state of Michigan in violation of the seo- 
tion of the statute, thelr intent perhaps being 
further unlawful in that they intended to 
cause him to be taken from that state to the 
state of Iliinois. 

MR, WILLZAMS—Withou lawful author- 
ity? 

In OSTRRHAUS—Without lawful au- 
thority. What was their authority? They 
had absolutely none. 


Decision of Court. 


The court, rendering his decision, said: 

„ Section 5278 of the United States revised 
statutes provides: ‘ Whenever the executive 
authority of any state or territory demands 
any person as a fugitive from justice of the 
executive authority of any state or territory 
to which such person has fled, and produces 
a copy of an indictment found or an affidavit 


made before a magistrate of any state or 


territory charging the person demanded with 
having .committed treason, felony, or other 
crimes, certified as authentic by the governor 
or chief magistrate of the state or territory 
from when the person so charged has fied, it 
Shall be the duty of the executive authority 
of the state or territory to which such person 
has fled to cause him to be arrested and se- 
cured, and to cause notice of the arrest to be 
given to the executive authority making 
such demand, or to the agent of such author- 
ity appointed to receive the fugitive, and to 
cause the fugitive to be delivered to such 
agent when he shall appear.’

Play Ball, Swim, and Fish After 


Starting Camp. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dixon, III., Sept. 3.~{Special.}—Forty-five 
picked prisoners from the state penitentiary 
at Joliet are sleeping tonight practically un- 
guarded on the banks of Rock river. For 
five or six months they will enjoy most of 
the liberties afforded working road gangs of 
free men. 

There is not a happier company of men, 
perhaps, to be found in the whole country. 
If there is a gun or loaded cane or bowie 
knife in the whole camp, the fact is uns 
known outside of the actual possessor. There 


ia mo patrol, nor is there anyone to observe 


should any prisoner attempt to run for lib- 
erty. The camp is surrounded by high hills 
and woodland. 

Warden Edmund M. Allen is determined to 
put the new honor system to a thorough 
test—the first ever attempted in Illinois. 
He asserts his confidence that not one 
of the prisoners will attempt to break his 
pledge and seek to escape. The prisoners 
themselves are jubilant over the confidence 
placed in them and have entered into the 
camp life with high enthusiasm. 


Play Ball, Swim, Fish. 

Part of the men made a sortie against the 
great hill through which they propose to 
cleave a pathway during the next few weeks. 
In spite of heat that registered more than 
90 degrees they wielded picks and shovels 
with zeal. And after Supervisor T. F. Kegan 
had called the experiment at an end for the 
day they returned to camp duties, perfecting 
arrangements for their long stay. In the 
late afternoon they played baseball, went 
swimming, fished. None of the men look on 
the hard work that is confronting them as 
other than a congenial summer outing. 

A little before 5 a. m. the men sauntered 
out of the front door of the penitentiary: It 
was dark because of a clouded sky, and had 
any wished to escape it would have been a 
simple matter to ip away in the darkness. 


Establish Own Guard. 

“But no man wants to escape,“ J, R, a 
former Chicago burglar, said. “We think 
too much of then ew warden. Since he came 
here in April I have gained in weight from 
156 to 180 pounds. There is not a man in this 
crowd but would fight to the death for him. 
He has made himself a personal friend to 
each one of us. 

Wille be does not guard against any of 
us breaking faith with him, we have taken 
upon ourselves for our own and his protec- 
tion te establish our own guard. Without 
his knowledge we have selected a secret 
judge and secret detectives who will report 
any sign of weakness on the part of any one 
of us if euch a weakness should become man- 
ifest. Once a week or oftener we will con- 
vene court and summon any of the gang 
who may need a word of warning. 


“Breaking Path for Others,” 

“Mr, Allen has told us all about what is 
expected of us and we are not going to let him 
be disappointed. We realize we are making 
more than one road while we are out here in 
the country. We are breaking a path for 
thousands of other fellows who haveslipped a 
cog and are sorry and are anxious to get 
level in the world again. 

“There is no more going down the hole 
tm the penitentiary. If a prisoner is mean 
he is not hung to the bars of a cell down the 
bole and starved for punishment. I know 
of men who died in Joliet prison while they 
were being punished that way. Mr. Allen 
has done away with that. 

“When Mr. Allen came the first thing 
he did was to order pork chops for every- 
body. It was the first time I had seen a pork 
chop for three years. This is the latest 
and we are going to show that we still are 
human and can appreciate kind treatment.’’ 

Some of the prisoners had not been beyond 
the prison walls for nearly a score of years, 
As the special electric car that brought them 
to Aurora sped through the country fheir 
eyes were not removed from the passing 
landscape. At one place the car stopped for 


a few moments and a policeman in uniform 


stepped from another car. 

Ho, there’s Johnny Few Clothes,“ called 
half a dozen men. The policeman looked up 
in blank.eurprise.. He seemed to be debating 
whether he should not attempt to place the 
whole car under arrest. 

“Johnny Few Clothes used to be a guard 
in the prison,” J. C., a former pickpocket, 
explained. He came to the prison with only 
a shirt and pair of overalls. The men nick 
named him Johnny Few Clothes. He was 
very much disliked and was recently dis- 
charged. : 

Get Ride in Motor Cars. 

Gandwiches and tobacco were served on 
the car to Dixon. On arrival in Dixon the 
prisoners were greeted by Mayor Brin- 
ton, State Representative John P. Devine, 
and a squadron of automobiles. They were 
taken in the motor cars to the camp, six 
miles distant. 

Tente already hed been pitched and dinner 
preparations soon were under way, There 
seemed to be no special direction. Each man 
took initiative in finding work to do. While 
they were eating & delegation of women from 
the town arrived and inspected the camp. 
Warden Allen personally inspected each tent 
and saw to it that all equipment was pro- 
vided. 

The prisoners exchanged their black Sun- 
day clothes for khaki trousers and cotton 
shirts. Light straw hats replaced the black 
felt ones.

From 800 to 600 lives will be saved each 
year if Chicagoans Will develop the habit of 
crossing streets only at intersections. This 
is the belief of Coroner Peter Hoffman. based 
on accident records in his office. 

“The city council without further delay 
should pass an ordinance making it a mis- 
demeanor for any pedestrian to walk or run 


in front of a moving street car, automobile, 


or other vehicle in the middle of the block,” 
he said. 
Many fatal accidents result, it is true, 


from careless driving and disregard for db 


man, woman, or child on the street, but it 10 
equally true that a great proportion are due 
to the foolhardiness of pedestrians. They 
should be checked as well as the chauffeur, 
driver, or motorman. 

Further, there is no good reason why ea 
pedestrian should not be forced to respect 
the whistle of the crossing policeman just 
as the driver is required to do. Careless 
walking is as much a menace to the safety of 
the individual as careless driving.” 


Gets Promises of Co-operation.

THE CURRENCY DISCUSSION. 

In addressing the senate committee on 
currency Mr. Wexler of New Orleans de- 
clared himself in favor of government regu- 
lation of banking, and in this, we believe, 
he represents the best opinion of American 
bankers and business men. 

But government regulation should not 
mean political control, and the common 
sense and common fairness of the Amer- 
ican people recognize the justice of the ap- 
peal of bankers for some check upon ths 
powers of officials. If such reasonable 
check is not granted there is little doubt 
that many national banks will not enter the 
association, preferring to give up their na- 
tional charters. 

It was supposed that an advisory council 
had been accepted by the administration, 
but it is not included in the bill adopted by 
the house caucus. The bankers, on the 
other hand, are asking for minority repre 
sentation on the reserve board itself, and 
this may be a simpler and better plan than 


to create another body with powers of lim- 


ited veto. Certainly those who object to 


the direct representation of bartkers on the 


reserve board are leaning on a weak staff 
when they cite the board of directors of the 
Bank of England, as our neighbor, the 
Evening Post, points out. No member of 
a chartered bank is eligible, but here is a 
list of so-called private bankers published 
by the Post:

The suggestion, while it is strongest in 
application to Argentina, may be broad- 
ened, at least later on, to include the other 
members of the eo-called “ A. B. C.“ group, 
Brazil and Chile, and an entente thus de- 
veloped which would be beneficial in every 
way not owy to the powers immediately 
concerned but to all the nations of the two 
continents. 

There is no question that the hegemony 
of the United States is resented, our power 
feared, and our intentions distrusted or mis- 
interpreted. As Tue TriBun»s has said be- 
fore, this is largely a question of the dit- 
ference of manners and temperament be- 
tween the Anglo-Saxon and the Latin. 
There is lacking that sittlichkeit of 
which Lord Haldane spoke in his note- 
worthy address at Montreal, that custo- 
mary and habitual conduct, those common 
points of view which conduce to prompt 
understandings and mutual confidence. 

How far this may be developed can be 
ascertained only by trying, but until we 
accomplish a better understanding we

This suggestion was made recently by 
Representative Kahn of California apropos 
of our difficulties with Mexico. 

“Why should our government,” said 
Mr. Kahn, “alone assume the full re- 
sponsibility of bringing about peaceful 
conditions in our sister republic? In Eu- 
rope, . whenever “difficulties of a similar 
character arise, a concert of the great 
powers determines upon a course of action 
and the matter is settled. The Latin 


American republics look upon the United 


States with suspicioi. Our professions 
regarding the Monroe doctrine are not 
even lonked upon ag being disinterested. 
The time has come when there should be 
a concert of the great powers of the 
American hemisphere in such matters as 
the Mexican imbroglio. Brazil, the Ar 
gentine Republic, and Chile should be in- 
vited to participate with the United States 
in an endeayor to settle the difficulties 
that beset our sister republic. These three 
great republics of South America have 
not recognized the Huerta government. 


They are holding back, probably waiting 


for us to take the initiative. An invita- 
tion extended to these three countries 
would reassure all Latin America as to 
our disinterestedness in matters of this 
kind. Such action would tend to convince 
all Latin America that the United States 
government is aimply trying to bring 
about peaceful conditions in America. 
These three countries are just as much 
interested in maintaining the Monroe doc- 
trine as we are. They are just as inter- 
ested in maintaining peace in the Amer- 
ican hemisphere as we are, and the fact 
that our government would ask their co- 
operation in bringing about a condition 
of peace in Mexico should strengthen the 
bonds of friendship between Latin Amer 
ica and ourselves, and should be notice to 
the world that the republics of America 
stand ready to settle the problems that 
confront their citizens, without interfer 
ence from the rest of the world.” 

The A. B. C. confederation of South 
Ameriea is perhaps thus far a hope rather 
than a reality, but an A. B. C. alliance, 
or entente, of the two western continehts 
should be no more impracticable than the 
“concert of the powers” of Europe: On 
the contrary, it should be easier to e 
tablish. It is true there is no such pres- 
sure as forced the creation of the concert, 
but neither are ‘there the factors which 
divide. A large visioned statesmanship 
should bring the forward nations of the 
western hemisphere together for peace 


and progress.

That your friend is less fatigued at the 
end of the day may be due to her better mental 
habits and therefore lessened susceptibility to fa- 
tigue. However, one who whips himself through 
the day by using four cups of a drug can blame 
some part of his fatigue on the drug taken. 

Sometimes insomnia is due to a racing mind, a 
mind that jumps around, here, there, and every- 
where. A small dose of coffee for some persons 
will steady the mind and bring about sleep. A 
full dose of coffee will prevent sleep.

UMMONSES have been issued to the 

seventy-six livery companies or guilds 

of the city of London to assemble at 

the Guildhall on Michaelmas day, 

Sept. 20, for the election of a new lord 

mayor for the civic year beginning on Nov. 9, 

when the present chief magistrate, Sir David 
Burnett, will retire. 

It is he who will preside at the election of 
his successor, the sheriffs performing the 
duties of returning officers, and the assembly, 
which includes aldermen and liverymen to 
the number of several thousand, is known 
as the common hall. Its powers are re- 
stricted to the election of the lord mayorand 
‘sheriff. 

Candidates consist of aldermen who have 
not yet passed the chair,“ that is to say, 
filled the office of chief magistrate, and they 
are as a rule chosen in order of seniority. 

Indeed, it is quite rare when there is any 
departure from this practice, due either to 
objections to the candidate on the score of his 
character, antecedents, financial standing, or 
politics; or if he declines to serve as lord 
mayor on the ground of expense or some 
other reason. In the event of disinclination 
he is compelled to pay a fine of $2,500. 

There have been instances, also, but few, 
where a lord m has given such satisfac- 
tion that he hag been re#lected to a second 
term. Sir Richard Whitgington, he of cat 
celebrity, was even reélected fora third term. 
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In the ordinary course of events it is Sir 
Vansittart Bowater, the next alderman on 
the list, who will be elected on Michaelmas 
day to the chief magistracy of the city of 
London; and whereas the present lord mayor 
is by profession a surveyor and his prede- 
cessor, Sir momas Crosby, an octogenarian 
physician, Sir Vansittart is the head of the 
old London firm of paper manufacturersand 
dealers of Bowater & Sons, in Queen Victoria 
street. . 

Sir Vansittart spent some weeks in the 
United States and Canada last spring with 
his intimate friend and crony, ex-Lord Mayor 
Sir William Treloar, and they both received 
and dispensed much hospitality, leaving be- 
hind them a reputation not merely for genial- 
ity but also joviality, a keen sense of humor, 
and for what may be described as “ festive- 
ness. 

In fact, fudging by the knowledge obtained 
of Sir Vansittart Bowater on this side of the 
Atlantic, he will live up to the finest tradi- 


tions of splendid hospitality of the lord 


mayors of London. 

He is a man of about 56, halls from Man- 
chester, was educated at Broughton college 
of that city, and was knighted by King Ed- 
ward for his services as sheriff of the city of 
London seven years ago. 

He is married to a daughter of J. Spencer, 
has a family of four sons and two daughters, 
has a town residence in the metropolitan 
suburb of Croydon and a seaside residence at 
St. Leonards. 

Nor can he be described as a self-made man 
in the usual acceptation of that phrase. He 
comes from an excellent family, to which 
Admiral Edward Bowater, who fought under 
Nelson in the battle of Trafalgar, and Gen. 
Sir Edward Bowater, who was wounded at 
the battle of Waterloo and afterwards be- 
longed to Queen Victoria's household, be- 
longed.

King Albert, who has developed a fond- 
ness for the sea, has determined upon having 
a fine steam yacht and is having one built for 
him on the Clyde according to the designs of 
one of the leading English naval architects 
It will be manned and commanded by 
Belgians.

The chim- 
neys of the royal kitchen at Buckingham 
palace are swept regularly once a week by 
men who climb up the chimneys in the old 
fashioned manner, their eyes blindfolded, 
and who do the work entirely by feeling. . 

The king's chimney sweep added that he 
finds it extremely difficult to get any boys 
willing to become apprentices, the result of 
their school education being that they insist 
upon a cleaner trade.

The chimney sweep, with his grimy habili- 
ments and his sooty face, has been for oen- 
turies so familiar and picturesque a figure, 
alike in fiction and in actual life, that his 
disappearance will be regretted almost as 
much as that of some popular landmark.

Too Much Repetition 
in College, Judson Says. 


LIMINATION of “ needless repetition’ ln 
American secondary schools and colleges 
is urged by President Harry Pratt Jud- 
son of the University of Chicago in an 

. article on “Economy in Education in 
the current number of the School Review, issued 
yesterday at the university. President Judson 
declares that the elaboration and organization 
of courses at present detains students from one 
to three years longer than nécessarys : 

I believe we can say that at least a year of 
the elementary school can be eliminated,” Presi- 
dent Judson declares. “I feel Sure that we do 
not need more than seven years—I am stretch- 
ing a point to concede seven years— for elemen- 
tary school work. And when I turn to the col-

In this particular case I think the fact we 
are different is not a thing of wach to be proud. 
We are doing university work in the last two 
college years and secondary school work in the 
first two college years.

When we once 
do a thing. in educational lines, educational in- 
ertia causes us to keep on doing it. I would put 
less time on the beginnings of ‘our education 
and more time on the endings of our education. 

“The highly specialized work of our present 
society requires specialized training, which con- 


/sists not merely if the many things a man ought 


to know, but also in the preparation of the 
mind. And so we are eliminating gradually the 
ineffective medical schools. The profession is 
trying steadily to advanee in the best possible 
way. 

— 

“But here we are confronted with this diffi- 
culty: As things are, if a young man enters on 
his medical studies without having had the pre- 
liminary training, he is lacking in what is con- 
sidered an essential preparation for entering 
upon his professional work. If, on the other 
hand, he takes the full college course before he 
takes his medical training, two things result: 
He takes his medical work when his mind and 
hands are somewhat stiffened, because he is not 
s0 young as he might be to begin these studies; 
and by the time he gets through his interneship 
in the hospital he is 27 or 28 years old, so that 
he enters on his life work older by far than 
ought to be the case.“

Investigation of the United States Col- 
onigation company of Chicago was started 
yesterday’ by James E. Stuart, chief post- 
office inspector.

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Urges Clean Farms and 
Aid for Women on Them 


BY THE REV. W. B. NORTON. 

E KALB, III., Sept, 3.—[Special. ]}—Sanita- 
tion to prevent sickness and waste and 
machinery for household work to relieve 
women of unnecessary burdens were le- 
clared to be the next imperative needs to 

be met in farm life by Dean Eugene Davenport 
of the University of Illinois, who was the prin- 
cipal speaker today at the Country Life confer- 
ence held in the Normal school auditorium. 

N. J. Henaughan, mayor of De Kalb, welcomed 
the delegates to the conference, and Dr. John . 
Cook, president of the Normal school, introduced 
Dean Davenport. 

“In visiting among farmers this summer, 
Dean Davenport said, “I scarcely found a fum- 
ily free from sickhess. Most of the sickness 
was of the character of typhoid or tonsilitis, 
which shows that the sickness is preventable 
with proper care. 

“The next great movement requiring state- 
wide attention is that of sanitation. We must 
clean up and dispose af all refuse matter in a 
more complete and sanitary way. 


oe 


“Every farmer's wife is entitled to her share 
in the modern labor saving invention Many 
farmers who own farm machinery to do every 
kind of work in which they engage fail to ap- 
preciate that their wives are entitled to -the 
same advantages. ; 

“It is not enough to spend $3 or $4 for the 
few table conveniences. The women ought to 
have power washing machines, run by the same 
engine that pumps the water for the farmer's 
stock to do the family washing, a machine for 
mangling or troning, and a vacuum cleaner to 
do away with the shaking of rugs that has bro- 
ken so many hearts as well as so many backs of 
the farmers wives.”

Dean Davenport denied that farm life was 
lonesome or monotonous. 

“The hardships often described are not ihe 
hardships of farming, but’ of pioneering,” he 
said. “Driving an ox team over log roads is 
not farming. it is the pioneer work incident to 
the preparation of a new country for farming. 
The farmer of today has luxuries not even en- 
joyed by the wealthiest a generation ago. 

“BDvery other class has been compelled to

“The farmer needs a new birth, a new orea- 
tion. He needs the Christ spirit, for if he has 
that he will coUperate in the interest of the 
common good.”

Association Asserts Public Has Been 
Misled by the Internal Revenue Re- 
port Recently Issued. * 


The National Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance union in a circular denies the in- 
ference by the public that there has been an 
increase in drinking as indicated by the in- 
ternal revenue report recently issued. 

The circular asserts that the government 
report is based on the number of gallons of 
spirits withdrawn by wholesalers from the 
bonded warehouses and does not represent 
the actual consumption. ' 

It is pointed out that the so-called con- 
sumption includes spirits used for scientific, 
mechanical, and other purposes—- and con- 
sumption in these directions is in ng 
with great rapidity. 

It is charged that in their effort to discredit 
the “reform wave and to make the per 
capita increase appear large, liquorites have 
a way of lumping the figures referring to all 
kinds of liquors, distilled and malt. 

The liquor interests, the circular says, 
“are trying desperately to hide the fact that 
theirs is a losing cause. Pessimism in the 
liquor camp, optimism among the prohi- 
bitionists—this, despite the internal revenue 
report of 1913, is the situation today.”

In the second round he opened up a gash 
over Palzer's left eye with a right hook, and 
in the third, after delivering a left jolt under 
the jaw, he sent lefts and rights to the jaw, 
sending Palzer down for a count of eight. 


Palzer Pounded in Fifth. 

In the fourth Palzer still played for the 
body. He threw his whole weight on Moran's 
shoulder trying to reach him, but Moran 
shook him off with left and right hooks to the 
face and lefta to the body. In the fifth Moran 
hooked right and left smashes on the face. 
It looked as though Palzer’s nose was 
broken, but it was only the stirring up of 
an old injury. Palzer landed a hard left over 
the-right eye, from which Moran bled freely. 

In the sixth Moran knocked Palzer down 
again for a count of nine with two rights 
to the jaw in succession. Palzer was only 
on his feet for a couple of seconds when the 
bell ended the round. Palzer was groggy 
going to his corner. Moran rushed matters 
in the seventh round. After feinting with his 
left he drove his right to the point of the 
jaw and Paizer reeled and fell flat on his 
face and was counted out. The time of the 
last round was exactly twenty seconds. 
Palzer had to be helped to his feet by his 
seconds, and Moran assisted him to his cor- 
ner,

Men Wanted to Serve Com munity With- 
out Reward Before Municipal Own- 
ership Is Possible in Chicago.

If I may be pardoned for saying 
so, Chicago ought to cultivate civic spirit.“ 

“Politics plays no part whatever in our 
city affairs. We don't allow politics to inter- 
fere. Any speaker at a corporation meeting 
8 on such questions is at once greeted 
with cries of No politics.’”

Mrs. Lillian Harrison of Fulton county, 
Ono, yesterday entered sult for $100,000 
against H. H. Evans, who in September, 
1909, was president of the Independent Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company.

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CURRENCY PLAN 


Administration Forces Defeat 
Plan to Reopen Hearings 
by House, 


BANKERS ADD TO PLEAS. 
St. Louis Man Tells Senate Com- 


mittee That Proposal Will 
Be Failure. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. The adminis. 


tration currency bill was under fire at both 


ends of the capitol today. While representa- 
tives of the American Bankers’ association 
continued their criticism of the bill before 
the senate currency committee. Republican 
members of the house committee made an 
ineffectual effort to have new hearings 
started there. 

The administration forces on the house 
committee defeated the plan for new hear- 
ings by a vote of 10to8 All of the Repub- 
Licang supported a resolution offered by 
Representative Burke of sennsylvania 
(Rep.) which asked that the secretary of the 
treasury, the controller of the currency, and 
representatives of the American Bankers’ 
association be heard. 

The committee adopted a resolution by 
Representative Wingo of Arkansas (Dem.) 
declaring the views of the American Bank- 
ers’ association were fully known and that 
the amendments proposed by the recent 
bankers’ conference at Chicago had been 
“ repeatedly suggested to the proponents of 
the bill and every one of: them seriously dis- 
cussed and carefully considered by those re- 
sponsible to the country for this legislation.“ 

This action will result in the reporting of 
the measure to the house mext Monday by 
Chairman Glass. 


Banker Opposes Colleague’s Idea. 

Today session of the senate committee 
was interrupted by a banker, not a member 
of the Chicago conference committee, who 
opposed many of the suggestions made by 
the benkers’ committee. This witness, John 
T. M. Johnston, president of the National Re- 
serve bank of Kansas City, said the central 
bank idea advocated by many of the bank- 
ers, tended to “ centralization of power.“ 
He favored the administration plan as a 
* decentralization of power.“ 

Festus J. Wade, president of the Mer- 


cantile Trust company of St. Louis, the chief | 


representative of the bankers’ conference 
before the committee, sald the national 
banks of the country ought not to be com- 
pelled to surrender one-tenth of their capi- 
tal and one-half of their reserves to the pro- 
posed governmental system, if they were 
to be denied representation on the federal 
reserve board that will control the entire 
banking system. 

Mr. Wade insisted that the new plan would 
give national banks few advantages that 
they would not enjoy under state bank 
charters, and that many of them would re- 
tire to the state bank field. 


Advice on Reserve Bank Stock. 

The witness said the banks di dnot care to 
own the stock of the regional reserve banks 
and would be willing that it should go into 
the hands of private subscribers; but he did 
not believe such a plan could be worked out 
without p g the government inte the 
general banking business. 

“Throw the doors open to anybody who 
wants to.own this stock, he said emphatical- 
| ly, “and the banks will offer no objections. 


| We do not want it; we will take it if you 


don't force us to, and make the plan at- 
tractive enough; but no banker would care 
whether he got the stock or whether it went 
to the public.” 

The refusal of only 10 per cent of the na- 
tional banks in the different sections of the 
country to join the proposed system would 
make it impossible to secure the necessary 
$5,000,000 capital for regional reserve banks 
in the middle states and in the Pacific coast 
states, said Mr. Wade. He added, however, 
that he had figured out the larger national! 
banks as among the number that might with- 
draw from national bank charters. 


Predicts Plan Will Fail. 

It Is my opinion,“ he said, that t the 
present bill would pass today, it Wbuld be 
inoperative tomorrow. You have discour- 
aged, by its force provisions, the men who 
have built national banking up to its present 
development. If you attempt to put this 
bill through, calling for the organization of 
tweive reserve banks each with a minimum 
capital of $5,000,000 and confine the subscrip- 
tions to stock to national banks, it is our 
judgment that the plan will be unsuccess- 
tul.“ 

Mr. Wade indorsed a suggestion made yes- 
terday by Senator Weeks, a Republican mem- 
ber of the senate committee, for the selec- 
tion of a list of fifty or more men by the 
banks, from which list the president might 
appoint the four members he selects to serve 
on the federal reserve board. 

What we want is banking experience, 
credit experience, and findncial wisdom on 
that board,“ he said. We dare not trust 
the entire control of the financial structure 
of the country to cabinet officers, whose time 
is already occupied, from dawn to dark, with 
matters of routine administration of their 
departments.”

Senate Democrats Declare Quertion WIII 


Not Be Taken Up Until! Present Pro- 
gram Is nn | 


Washington, D. . 2 Sept. 3.—One of the 
difficulties that threatened the peaceful pas- 
sage of the Underwood-Simmons tariff. bil! 


dissolved into thin alr late today when the 


senate majority swung solidly into line be- 
hind its leaders to defeat an amendment to 
regulate trusts. 

By a vote of fifty-five to twelve the senate 
rejected a proposal by Senator Kenyon to 
put aluminum on the free list. Senator Ken- 
yon and those who joined him in support- 
ing the amendment declared that the manu- 
facture of aluminum in the United States 
was in the control of a monopoly—the 
Aluminum Company of America. The vote 
was accepted as a prelude to action upon 
another amendment proposing to free lot the 
manufactures of all combinations declared 
by the courts to be monopolies. 

Chairman Simmons of the finance com- 
mittee announced during the debate that it 
was not the purpose of the majority party 
to legislate on the trust question oe the 
present time. He agreed that the Baltimore 
platform declared against trust made 
products, but said this was not the time for 
trust legislation. He said that congress had 
spent the summer on the tariff, and would 
spend the fall on currency, and promised 
that when those matters were disposed of 
trust legislation would be taken up. He 
prophesied that winter would find the legis- 
lators still in session. 

Senator Simmons spoke after a White 
House conference with President Wilson, 
and it was said that “insurgent” Demo- 
crats had been told that President Wilson 
did not think it a good time to go to the ald 
of the Progressive Republicans. 

Senators Reed and Walsh announced them- 
selves in accord with a policy of trust regu-

Short Term Financing Criticised. 

The London Fnancier contains an editorial 
criticism of the policy of American railroads 
in raising funds. The Financier says: 

A great deal of short term financing has 
per force been carried out by American rail- 
roads during the current year, and its sound- 
ness is questionable, » There is a difference 
between offering at normally high interest 
for a short term to tied over a period of acute 
strain, and providing investors with such in- 
surance against loss of their capital as can 
ve afforded by knowledge that the money 
they have subscribed will be returned to them 
at the end of the fixed period of years. 

The issue of short term notes as practiced by 

* si railroads is open to objection that the 
tnowledge that large amounts of these securities 
are awaiting renewal may increase the money 
stringency at the end of the year. That, however, 
applies only to the United States where conditions 
are owing to the absence of success 
ot the efforts to induce the commerce commission 
to relax ite veto on the increase of freight rates. 
which could alone afford the railroads the relief 
they require from financial difficulties caused by 
persistent rise in expenses. As matters stand the 
credit of the rallroads is depreciated and they are 
forced to adopt expedients for raising money to 
meet more pressitg need which would otherwise 
not be considered for a moment. 
. One- thing is certain, that the railroads will 
ave to cut down their expenses or raise freight 
tharges before their credit can be restored to what 
may be described as the normal level of 4 per cent 
for high class bonds.

Why it should have declined in the 
face of the announcement of the large success of 
the subscription offering seemed to puzzle some 
people. When the large demand fer admission to 
the underwriting syndicate became known in the 
middie of August, giving the first intimation of the 
appeal to investors that the offering of Southern 
Pacific at the low subscription price had been 
made, the price of the stock rose quickly to 4% 

The apparent failure of the stock to respond to the 
good news of today caused not the least anxiety, 
| however, to those who know the value of the stock 
and bought on ita merits. The small decline was 
natural in that the transaction had been com- 
pleted, the full news was out, and the concern of 
interests most closely associated with it was ac- 
cordingly relaxed, 

— 

The most prominent factor in the immediate 
situation of Southern Pacific stock is what the 
underwriters will do with their allotments. The 
syndicate managers announced today that they 
would not exercise the privilege they have up te 
Sept. 15 of disposing through sale to others than 
the members of the underwriting syndicate of the 
15 per cent balance of stock not subscribed for. 
They will distribute this balance to the members 
of the syndicate to be taken up. 

One course the managers might have followed 
was a sale of the stock, judiciously managed, in 
the open market. At present prices the certificates 
are over two points higher than the price of 92, at 
which they were offered to stockholders and will 
go to the underwriters... Ev idently market cond!- 
tions are not deemed substantial enough at this 
period of the approaching fall to warrant such a 
market operation. As long as the syndicate mem. 
bers are to get 15 to 20 per cent of their Allot-

The reason is that the distribution to the Syn- 
dicate members will be in odd lots as compared with 
what they originally applied for or even with 
their allotments, They will get approximately only 
10 per cent of what they first asked for.

LOSS OF CASH A FACTOR: 


Rail Issues Heavy, Although a 
Slight Rally Comes To- 
ward the Close. 


New York, Sept. 3.—Sentiment was dis- 
tinctly bearish in the stock market today, 
and the downward movement of the preced- 
ing session was carried measurably further. 
There was little to counteract the array of 
unfavorable factors which operated a 8 
the market yesterday. 

Several railroads, including Rock Island 
and St. Paul, reported shrinkages in net earn- 
ings for July. The effect of yesterday's un- 
favorable cotton crop report was heightened 
by the government's weekly weather review 
telling of the unbroken drought over large 
sections. « 


Loss of Cash Weakens, 

Still another weakening feature was the 
continued loss of cash by the banks. Demands 
from the interior were heavy, and the loss 
by the banks on subtreasury operations so 
far this week approximates the entire sur- 
plus reserve reported at the end of last week. 


The railroad stocks were heaviest as a class, al- 
though Amalgamated, Steel, and a few other in- 
dustrials showed weakness.

STRENGTH. TO METAL MARKET 


More Furnaces Busy and a G06d 
Business Is Seen Ahead. 


CHANGE IN VALUES CERTAIN. 


No Drastic Readjustment, However, 4 
to Be Expected. 


New York, Sept. 3—The Iron Age tomor- 
zow will say: 

August pig iron statistics show but little 
falling off from the output of July. At 
2,545,763 tons, or 21 tons a day, produc- 
tion last month was but 480 tons a day less 
than in July, while July showed a falling off 
of 5,000 tons a day from June and 8,400 tens 
a day from May. 

‘The two large new furnaces of the Pitts- 
burgh Steel company have been started in 
the Pittsburgh district, and in general the 
caliber of furnaces blowing in last month 
was greater than that of furnaces blowing 
out. Also a good many stacks did better in 
August than in July. Thus the estimated 
capacity of the 260 furnaces active on Sept.1 
was nearly 800 tons a day more than of 266 
furnaces active on Aug. 1, or 82.420 tons 
against 81,657 tons. September output there- 
fore promises to be close to that of September, 
1912, which averaged 82,128 tons a day. 


New Values Are Certain. 


„Markets for pig iron, billets, and finished 


material reflect the readjustment in values 
that is under way. New buying is on a con- 
servative scale. Contracts have been ex- 
piring, based on prices for mill products 
lower than those of recent months. 

The problem now to be worked out is that of 
finding on what lower level free buying will again 
become the rule and the steady reduction in un- 
filled orders he checked. What is most impressive 
is the extent to which the country is taking the 
output of the industry as it stands, Indicating that 
no drastic price changes are immediately ahead. 

Pig iron prices are stiffening furtherwhile easier 
conditions d*®elop in certain finished lines. There 


is a beginning of pig iron buying for delivery next 


year. Makers are asking 25c a ton more for first 
quarter than for last quarter delivery, making 
southern No. 2 $11.25, Birmingham, for first quar- 
ter, while $11.50 is asked for first half.
